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A  History  of  the  Boston  Pops 


The  promise  of  something  new  and  exciting  at 
Boston’s  Music  Hall  brought  out  a  large  crowd  on 
July  11,  1885,  none  of  whom  could  have  guessed 
that  they  were  present  for  what  would  become  a 
national  tradition.  Boston,  of  all  American  cities, 
had  a  reputation  of  sobriety  in  matters  musical  - 
the  notion  of  “good  music”  as  “high  art”  was  inti¬ 
mately  bound  up  with  the  understanding  that  the 
music  must  be,  above  all,  serious.  What  a  surprise, 
then,  to  discover  that  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the 
founder  in  1881  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra, 
proposed  to  establish  in  the  summer  “concerts  of  a 
lighter  kind  of  music.” 

Higginson’s  idea  was  inspired  in  part  by  his  early 
experiences  as  a  music  student  in  Vienna,  where  he 
enjoyed  the  delights  of  Austrian  concert  gardens, 
which  offered  light  music  in  the  relaxed  atmosphere 
of  a  cafe  setting.  He  was  also  a  realist  with  a  strong 
desire  to  provide  fuller  employment  for  the  members 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  who  at  the  time 
worked  only  six  months  of  the  year. 

When  the  dream  was  finally  realized,  it  was  a  bold 
innovation.  Billed  as  the  “Promenade  Concerts,” 
they  combined  light  classical  music,  tunes  from  the 
current  hits  of  the  musical  theater,  and  occasionally 
a  novelty  number  designed  largely  to  generate 
laughter  with  clever  musical  tricks.  In  addition, 
Music  Hall  was  among  the  first  public  buildings 
lighted  by  electricity,  and  nowhere  else  in  the  city 
could  music  be  heard  in  the  same  room  where 
refreshments  and  light  alcoholic  beverages  were 
being  served.  The  highest  social  circles  of  Boston 
were  present,  and,  at  intermission,  the  audience 
enjoyed  promenading  to  meet  friends  and  sport  the 
latest  spring  fashions.  Allowing  for  some  changes 
of  taste  over  the  course  of  a  century,  the  early  pro¬ 
grams  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  programs 
of  today. 

Throughout  the  orchestra’s  early  history,  almost  all 
of  the  Pops  conductors  were  drawn  from  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  BSO.  The  principal  exception  was 
the  first  conductor,  Adolf  Neuendorff,  a  German- 
born  musician  who  came  to  America  in  1854  and 
studied  music  here.  A  prominent  opera  conductor, 
he  had  led  the  American  premieres  of  Wagner’s 
Lohengrin  and  Die  Walkiire  and  was  an  active  com¬ 


poser  of  operettas  for  the  German- language  theater 
in  New  York.  Several  of  the  conductors  were  signif¬ 
icant  musical  figures:  Timothee  Adamowski,  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  violinist  and  chamber  musician;  Max 
Zach,  who  later  became  conductor  of  the  St.  Louis 
Symphony  Orchestra,  and  Gustav  Strube,  a  prolific 
composer  who  heard  fifteen  of  his  orchestral  works 
performed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and 
later  became  the  first  conductor  of  the  Baltimore 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  director  of  the  Peabody 
Conservatory  in  Baltimore.  Often  the  conductor- 
ship  was  shared  between  two  people  during  a  sea¬ 
son,  which  provided  some  variety  in  programming 
tastes  and  also  encouraged  concertgoers  to  attend 
more  than  once  each  year. 

The  new  century  dawned  in  Boston  with  a  new 
name  and  a  new  home  for  the  “Promenade 
Concerts.”  The  change  came  with  the  temporary 
move  from  Music  Hall  to  Mechanics  Hall  while 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  new  home  in 
Back  Bay  was  still  under  construction.  In  1900  the 
programs  began  carrying,  for  the  first  time,  the 
punchy  and  by  now  commonly  accepted  term,  the 
“Pops.”  Now  being  frequently  performed  was  a 
recent  patriotic  work  by  America’s  “March  King,” 
John  Philip  Sousa,  which  in  later  decades  was  to 
become  a  celebrated  Pops  signature  piece  -  “The 
Stars  and  Stripes  Forever.” 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  was  for 
many  years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler, 
who  in  1930  became  the  first  American-born  con¬ 
ductor  put  in  charge  of  entertaining  Pops  audiences. 
Born  in  Boston,  trained  in  Germany,  Fiedler  joined 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1915  as  a 
twenty-year-old  violinist.  He  played  both  violin 
and  viola  under  several  Pops  conductors,  notably 
the  Italians  Agide  Jacchia  and  Alfredo  Casella.  In 
order  to  develop  his  skills  as  a  conductor,  Fiedler 
formed  the  Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra 
composed  of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the 
same  time,  his  efforts  to  establish  a  series  of  free 
outdoor  orchestral  concerts  resulted,  in  1929,  in 
the  first  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of 
the  Charles  River.  With  Fiedler’s  appointment  as 
eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year,  the  modern  Pops  was  established. 
Fiedler  took  a  strong  interest  in  American  music 
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and  young  American  soloists;  he  also  emphasized 
popular  contemporary  compositions  as  well  as  light 
music  of  earlier  days. 

Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  were  eventually 
absorbed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  orga¬ 
nization.  Recordings,  tours,  and  guest  appearances 
made  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
famous.  One  of  their  earliest  releases,  Jacob  Gade’s 
Jalousie,  issued  in  1935,  became  the  first  orchestral 
record  ever  to  “go  gold”  by  selling  more  than  a  mil¬ 
lion  copies.  Jalousie  and  Gershwin’s  Rhapsody  in 
Blue  launched  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  as  the 
most-recorded  orchestra  in  the  world. 

The  current  series  of  live  local  Boston  Pops  radio 
broadcasts  was  initiated  in  1952;  from  1962  to  1991, 
syndicated  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  heard  nation¬ 
ally  each  week.  Starting  in  1969,  the  national  pub¬ 
lic  television  program  “Evening  at  Pops,”  a  joint 
production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston  and  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  Inc.,  made  the  Pops 
familiar  and  welcome  visitors  to  households  all 
over  the  country  and  even  beyond  its  borders. 

Following  Fiedler’s  death  on  July  10,  1979,  Boston 
Pops  Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  and  a 
number  of  guest  conductors  led  Boston  Pops  con¬ 
certs  until  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor 
in  January  1980.  Mr.  Williams  broadened  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Pops  repertory,  maintained  the  popularity  of 


“Evening  at  Pops,”  and  led  a  series  of  best-selling 
recordings  for  Sony  Classical  and  Philips  Records. 
He  stepped  down  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  in  December  1993,  assuming  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  For  the  1994  season,  he  is 
serving  as  Music  Adviser  as  the  search  for  his  suc¬ 
cessor  continues. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra,  which  is  composed  of  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of 
the  principal  players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops  sea¬ 
son  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players), 
and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  made 
up  of  other  Boston-based  musicians.  Both  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  represent  the  city  of  Boston 
on  tour.  The  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared 
at  the  White  House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial; 
Mr.  Williams  led  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  two 
tours  of  Japan  in  June  1990  and  June  1993.  The 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has  made  six  tours 
of  United  States  summer  festivals  and  in  November 
1987  visited  Japan  with  John  Williams.  The  Boston 
Pops  season  begins  immediately  following  the  close 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  winter  season, 
usually  in  early  May,  and  continues  through  early 
July.  There  is  an  annual  Christmas  Pops  series,  and 
a  New  Year’s  Eve  gala  at  Symphony  Hall  as  well.

Best  known  as  the  Tonight  Show's  flamboyant 
Grammy  Award-winning  musical  director,  Doc 
Severinsen  has  established  a  multi-dimensional 
career  beyond  his  late  night  repertoire,  including 
symphonic,  jazz,  and  big  band  concert  appearances, 
recordings,  commercials,  and  designing  and  manu¬ 
facturing  trumpets.  Mr.  Severinsen  has  recorded 
more  than  thirty  albums,  ranging  in  style  from  big 
band  to  jazz  fusion  to  classical.  When  Johnny 
Carson’s  Tonight  Show  ended  its  run  on  May  22, 
1992,  Doc  Severinsen’s  plans  included  a  national 
tour  with  the  band,  additional  television  appear¬ 
ances,  recordings,  and  possible  development  of  a 
Broadway  show.  His  most  recent  recordings  include 
the  Grammy-nominated  Once  More  With  Feeling 
and  Merry  Christmas  from  the  Tonight  Show  Orches - 
tra,  both  on  the  Amherst  label.  Mr.  Severinsen 


appears  in  concert  throughout  the  country,  per¬ 
forming  classical  and  pop  music  with  symphony 
orchestras,  jazz  with  his  own  group,  Facets,  and  big 
band  tunes  with  the  Tonight  Show  Orchestra.  In 
addition,  he  is  Principal  Pops  Conductor  of  the 
Phoenix  Symphony,  a  post  he  has  held  since  1983, 
and  was  recently  named  Principal  Pops  Conductor 
with  the  Buffalo  Philharmonic.  Doc  Severinsen 
has  been  voted  Top  Brass  Player  more  than  ten 
times  in  Playboy’s  annual  music  poll  and  received  a 
Grammy  in  1987  for  Best  Jazz  Instrumental 
Performance-Big  Band.  In  partnership  with  Dick 
Akright,  Mr.  Severinsen  has  designed  the  “Bel 
Canto,”  an  instrument  for  the  professional  player 
encompassing  old  world  craftsmanship  and  modern 
technology. 

Doc  Severinsen’s  success  dates  back  to  his  childhood 
hometown  of  Arlington,  Oregon.  He  was  nick¬ 
named  “Little  Doc”  after  his  father,  a  dentist.  He 
originally  wanted  to  play  the  trombone,  but  his 
father,  a  gifted  amateur  violinist,  urged  him  to  study 
violin.  The  younger  Severinsen  insisted  on  the 
trombone,  but  had  to  settle  for  the  only  horn  avail¬ 
able  in  their  small  community  -  a  trumpet.  At  the 
age  of  seven,  he  was  invited  to  join  the  high  school 
band,  and  at  twelve  he  won  the  Music  Educators 
National  Contest.  While  still  in  high  school,  he 
was  hired  to  go  on  the  road  with  the  Ted  Fio  Rito 
Orchestra.  After  completing  his  education  and 
serving  in  the  Army,  Mr.  Severinsen  toured  with 
the  Tommy  Dorsey,  Benny  Goodman,  and  Charlie 
Barnet  bands.  He  finally  settled  in  New  York  as  an 
NBC  staff  musician  in  1949,  joining  the  Tonight 
Show  Orchestra  in  1962,  and  becoming  the  musi¬ 
cal  director  in  1967.  His  most  recent  Boston  Pops 
appearances  were  in  June  1993.

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Program  Notes 


OVERTURE  TO  COLAS  DREUGNON 
Dmitri  Kabalevsky  (1 904-87) 

Kabalevsky’s  greatest  fame  in  Russia  came  as  a  composer  of 
operas,  though  the  political  character  of  most  Soviet  music 
from  the  Stalinist  period  has  meant  that  his  most  famous 
works  at  home  are  rarely  if  ever  performed  abroad,  except  for 
some  overtures.  Yet  he  enjoyed  a  successful,  if  not  a  sensa- 
tional,  career  as  a  Soviet  composer,  which  meant  meeting 
demands  for  “popular”  art  -  music  that  is  tuneful  and  immedi¬ 
ately  comprehensible  to  the  broad  masses,  while  usually 
depicting  some  social  issue  in  strongly  patriotic  terms.  Kabal¬ 
evsky  began  composing  his  opera  Colas  Breugnon,  based  on  a 
novel  by  Romain  Rolland,  in  1936,  completing  it  two  years 
later.  It  is  a  lively  and  lyrical  work,  with  a  plot  set  in  Burgundy 
and  a  musical  style  based  on  French  folksong.  The  composer 
has  twice  revised  it  extensively,  but  the  lively  overture  has 
been  popular  from  the  start. 

POLKA  FROM  THE  GOLDEN  AGE 
Dmitri  Shostakovich  (1906-75) 

In  the  closing  years  of  the  1920s,  the  young  Dmitri  Shosta¬ 
kovich  -  already  hailed  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  upon  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  First  Symphony,  as  the  first  great  Soviet  com¬ 
poser,  investigated  all  of  the  various  forms  of  theater  music, 
including  opera  (The  Nose) ,  ballet  (The  Golden  Age)  and  film 
(The  New  Babylon).  All  three  scores  were  filled  with  humor 
and  cutting  satire  and  make  brilliant  use  of  the  resources  of 
the  orchestra.  For  a  time  they  were  very  popular.  Then  the 
political  mood  changed;  all  forms  of  modernism  were  thrown 
out  in  Russia,  and  the  composer  actually  had  to  fear  for  his 
life.  The  sassy  polka  from  the  ballet  The  Golden  Age  has 
always  been  popular  in  the  West. 

VOICES  OF  SPRING,  Op.  410 
Johann  Strauss,  Jr.  (1825-99) 

The  waltz  was  the  great  dance  craze  of  the  nineteenth  century, 
moving  (like  so  many  other  popular  dances  over  the  years) 
from  scandal  to  popularity  to  quaintness.  At  first  fathers  were 
horrified  if  their  daughters  dared  to  dance  the  waltz,  since  it 
was  regarded  as  unseemly,  almost  pornographic,  for  an  unmar¬ 
ried  man  and  woman  to  dance  in  a  close  embrace  (in  earlier 
social  dances,  only  the  hands  touched).  But  the  Congress  of 
1815,  which  brought  heads  of  state  from  all  over  Europe  to 
Vienna  to  determine  the  winners  and  losers  in  the  Napo¬ 
leonic  Wars,  made  the  waltz  a  craze  that  quickly  spread  all 
across  the  continent,  and,  indeed,  around  the  world. 

Many  fine  composers  wrote  many  superb  waltzes,  but  none 
came  close  to  matching  the  prolific  output  and  the  extraordi¬ 
nary  quality  of  Johann  Strauss  the  younger,  whose  father  (also 
Johann)  had  been  one  of  the  founders  of  the  new  musical 
craze.  Johann  junior  wrote  hundreds  of  waltzes  and  conducted 
them  all  over  Europe  and  America.  Each  waltz  had  a  charac¬ 
teristic  title,  which  was  easier  to  remember  than  an  opus  num¬ 
ber,  and  which  usually  meant  nothing  in  particular.  Friihlings - 
stimmen  (Voices  of  Spring)  is  a  relatively  late  waltz,  composed 
in  1883.  Like  Strauss’s  other  waltzes,  it  is  really  a  string  of 
waltz  tunes,  providing  the  non-stop  lilt  of  the  dance  over  a 
series  of  contrasting  melodies,  followed  by  a  vigorous  coda. 


FINALE  from  SYMPHONY  NO.  4  in  F  Minor,  Op.  36 
Pyotr  Ilyich  Tchaikovsky  (1840-93) 

Tchaikovsky  composed  his  Symphony  No.  4  between  May 
1877  and  January  19,  1878.  It  has  long  been  regarded  as  the 
first  of  his  truly  mature  symphonies,  and  perhaps  his  finest 
achievement  in  the  genre.  Following  a  grave  personal  crisis, 
including  an  ill-fated  marriage,  undertaken  partly  in  the  hope 
of  concealing  his  homosexuality,  Tchaikovsky  was  on  the 
verge  of  attempting  suicide.  He  was  saved  largely  through 
correspondence  and  financial  support  from  Nadezhda  von 
Meek,  who  was  devoted  to  music,  especially  that  of  Tchai¬ 
kovsky.  For  fourteen  years,  she  provided  him  financial  sup¬ 
port  with  the  remarkable  stipulation  that  they  were  never  to 
meet  in  person. 

At  the  height  of  his  torment  and  dismay  with  his  marriage, 
Tchaikovsky  escaped  to  Italy,  where  he  spent  the  winter 
completing  the  Fourth  Symphony,  dedicated  to  Nadezhda 
von  Meek.  In  his  letters  to  her,  Tchaikovsky  always  referred  to 
it  as  “our”  symphony.  Composed  during  an  extended  period 
of  emotional  upheaval,  the  Fourth  is  arguably  his  finest  sym¬ 
phony,  a  work  of  rich  expressive  force  and  a  more  effective 
architecture  than  he  ever  achieved  in  any  other  symphony. 
He  considered  the  work  to  be  a  “Fate”  symphony  in  which, 
at  the  last,  he  finds  life  bearable  by  taking  happiness  from 
the  joys  of  the  people  around  him. 

THERE’S  NO  BUSINESS  LIKE  SHOW  BUSINESS 
Irving  Berlin  ( 1 888-1989) 

For  more  than  a  half-century  Irving  Berlin’s  songs  poured 
forth  in  a  seemingly  endless  stream,  in  every  style  that  ap¬ 
peared  during  the  time  he  was  actively  wrriting  (1907-66).  He 
composed  Tin  Pan  Alley  standards,  Broadway  and  Hollywood 
scores,  songs  serious  and  satirical,  sentimental  and  snappy.  By 
far  his  biggest  Broadway  hit  was  the  show  Annie  Get  Your  Gun 
of  1946,  which  dealt  with  the  historical  figures  of  Annie  Oak¬ 
ley  and  Buffalo  Bill.  It  was  a  cornucopia  of  memorable  songs: 
“Doin’  What  Comes  Naturally,”  “The  Girl  That  I  Marry,”  “I 
Got  the  Sun  in  the  Morning  and  the  Moon  at  Night,”  “Any¬ 
thing  You  Can  Do,  I  Can  Do  Better,”  “They  Say  It’s  Wonder¬ 
ful,”  “You  Can’t  Get  a  Man  with  a  Gun,”  as  well  as  the  song 
that  almost  instantly  became  the  unofficial  anthem  of  the 
performing  arts,  “There’s  No  Business  Like  Show  Business.” 

LIBERTY  FANFARE 
John  Williams  (b.  1932) 

Ever  since  the  soaring,  fanfare-like  main  theme  that  he  com¬ 
posed  for  Star  Wars  brought  him  to  prominence,  John  Wil¬ 
liams  has  been  in  demand  to  write  more  fanfares  for  special 
occasions.  When  the  Boston  Pops  was  invited  to  perform  at 
the  Fourth  of  July  ceremony  in  1986,  at  which  the  restored 
Statue  of  Liberty  was  unveiled  and  her  torch  relit,  Mr.  Wil¬ 
liams  was  commissioned  to  write  a  new  fanfare,  to  be  heard 
’round  the  world  during  the  concert  televised  as  part  of  the 
weekend’s  festivities.  By  their  very  nature,  fanfares  are  brief 
and  affirmative;  they  bring  people  together  for  a  few  minutes 
of  celebration  and  remembrance,  lifting  spirits  and  lighten¬ 
ing  hearts.

That  is  why  some  of  these  newer 
regions  such  as  the  Niagara  region  in  Ontario  have  established  disciplined 
reputation  building  programs  such  as  the  Vintners  Quality  Alliance  with  strict 
appellation  control  and  tough  blind  tasting  tests.

Expect  to  pay  about  seven  dollars  for  a  bottle  of  fine  Seyval  Blanc,  ten  to  eighteen 
for  a  world  beating  Chardonnay.
